Admirals have declared that the 
destruction of Japanese warships 
shows that the battleship is still a 
potent weapon.

This indicates that tuberculosis 
-s very largely a public health 
problem, with which conclusion 
everyone. 1 think, will agree. A 
g reat deal of the work, however, 
i« being done by representatives 
of the National Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation and this work is financed 
by the sale of Christinas seals each 
year. 
A very small amount of 
money spent by everyone who u 
able to buy a few leaves of these 
seals, and that includes nearly 
everybody in the United States 
today, will assure your community 
of an intelligent attack upon tu­ 
berculosis during the coming year. 
Remember that during war 
years the necessity for tubercu­ 
losis control increases rather than 
decreases and the need for funds 
and for active preventive work is 
g reater than under normal condi­ 
tions. 
In Germany the tubercu­ 
losis death rate rose from 143 per 
100,000 in 1914 to 230 in 1918. In 
the United States the rate in­ 
creased from 147 per 100,000 in 
1914 to 160 in 1918. Let us see 
to it that this record is not re­ 
peated during the present war if 
it is possible to prevent such a 
repetition by buying one dollar’s 
worth of Christmas seals. 


I hcrr arc good psychologic and 
economic reasons why tuberculo­ 
sis control must be active rather 
than left to the initiative of the 
individual. 
I he p sych olog ical factor in ­ 
volved is that tuberculosis is an 
in&idiuus disease which develops 
very slowly— usually without dra­ 
matic sjniptoms that frighten the 
patient or make him go to a doc­ 
tor. 


It aEo notoriously leaves the 
patient rather cheerful. 
Every 
tendency is for the {atient to put 
off an ex amination for slight ill 
health such as weakness, gradual 
loss of weight, chronic cough, pal­ 
lor, anemia and a littie afternoon 
fever. 
Economic Factor 


1 f’ economic factor augments 
lias because the modern ex am ina­ 
tion for tuberculosis involves an 
x -ray. which the patient often re­ 
fuses because it is too ex pensive. 
1 his is ex actly what happened 
in the old days before tuberculo­ 
sis case-searching was instituted 
in our enlightened communities. 
When we depended unon the tick 
person to come in and have an 
ex amination, we found in 99 cases 
out of 100 that he came in too 
late and there were too many 
cases that did not come in at all.

Answer: I presume you really 
do not want an anatomical answer 
to your question.

Public Health Problem 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M D. 
CHADWICK, in The Modern 
Attack on TuUerculoeit, outlines 
a program for the eradication of 
tuberculosis as follows: “First, a 
medical profession interested in 
the problem and familiar with 
modern methods of diagnosis and 
treatment. Next, complete diag- 
nostic x-ray and laboratory facili-

ties freely availabis to ell physi­ 
cians in a community and to the 
health department, regardless of 
the patient’* ability to pay. Third, 
and equally important, a well­ 
organised active health depart­ 
ment with complete family rec­ 
ords of a1) case*, and a public 
health nursing service capable of 
teaching preventive measures in 
the home and maintaining effec­ 
tive contact between patient, doc­ 
tor, and health department.” 


Pnblic Health Problem 
This indicate* that tuberculosis 
it very largely a public health 
problem, with which conclusion 
everyone, I think, will agree. A 
great deal of the work, however, 
it being done by representatives 
of the National Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation and this w’ork is financed 
by the sale of Christmas seals each 
year. A very small amount of 
money spent by everyone who it 
able to buy a few leave* of these 
teals, and that includes nearly 
everybody in the United States 
today, will assure your community 
of an intelligent attack upon tu­ 
berculosis during the coming year. 
Remember th at during war 
years the necessity for tubercu­ 
losis control increases rather than 
decreases and the need for funds 
and for active preventive work is 
greater than under normal condi­ 
tions. In Germany the tubercu­ 
losis death rate rose from 143 per 
100,000 in 1914 to 230 in 1918. In 
th* United States the rate in: 
creased from 147 per 100,000 in 
1914 to 150 in 1918. Let us see 
to it that this record is not re­ 
peated during the present war if 
it it possible to prevent such a 
repetition by buying one dollar's 
worth of Christmas seals. 


There are good psychologic and 
economic reasons why tuberculo­ 
sis control must be active rather 
than left to the initiative of th* 
individual. 
The psychological factor in­ 
volved is that tuberculosis is an 
insidious disease which develops 
very slowly—usually without dra­ 
matic symptoms that frighten th# 
patient or make him go to a doc­ 
tor. 
ll aUo notoriously leaves the 
patient rather cheerful. 
Every 
tendency is for the [attent to put 
off an examination for alight ill 
health such as weakness, gradual 
loss of weight, chronic cough, pal­ 
lor. anemia and a little afternoon 
fever. 
Economic Factor 


I r e economic factor augments 
this because the modern examina­ 
tion for tuberculosis involves an 
j x ray, which the patient often re- 
j fuses because it is too expensive. 
This is exactly what happened 
in the old days before tuberculo­ 
sis case-searching was instituted 
in our enlightened communities.. 
When we depended upon the tick' 
person to come in and have ah 
examination, we found in 99 cases 
out of IOO that he came in too 
late and there were too many 
cases that did not come in at all.

1 with a transportation problem 
th a t is threatening to become a 
serious one. 
Chief difficulty facing the vari­ 
ous business houses is th a t sup­ 
plies of 
gasoline 
perm itted 
for 
each vehicle by the Office of De­ 
fense T ransportation 
in 
certifi­ 
cates issued in Detroit are report­ 
ed to be far short of the am ount 
necessary for daily operation. 
Most 
local 
business 
houses 
which use trucks have 
received 
their certificates from the ODT, 
and num erous reports have been 
heard th a t the restrictions 
put 
into effect by the ODT mean th a t 
norm al operation will be imposs­ 
ible. One trucker declared during 
the week end th a t he will have to 
employ a t least two pushers in 
order to have his truck on the 
street even a part of the tim e and 
he w asn’t joking. 
All gasoline allotm ents are es­ 
tablished in D etroit from applica­ 
tions subm itted to the ODT office 
by the truck operators. All allot­ 
m ents are expected to be based on 
figures covering normal operation 
of the various vehicles listed. 
Not only will the gasoline allot­ 
m ents as announced by the ODT 
cause hardships in many respects, 
but m any business men 
declare 
th a t it will be impossible to keep 
records of truck use as prescribed 
by the ODT. Every mile of use by 
every truck owned and operated 
by any firm m ust be accounted 
for. Each business man m ust make 
a complete report of 
every thing 
th a t i3 hauled on his truck, and 
where it goes and how far. 
The ODT office declared Mon­ 
day th a t m any hundreds of trucks 
and other com mercial m otor 
ve­ 
hicles in all parts of the nation 
will be w ithout gasoline after De­ 
cem ber *1 unless applications for 
ecrtificates of w ar necessity for 
vehicles are subm itted at once. 
Charles T. W alker, 
Columbus, 
ODT district 
m anager, 
declared 
Monday 
th a t 
despite 
repeated 
warnings m any m otor vehicle op­ 
erators have not applied for certif­ 
icates of necessity . 
“Not only will it be impossible 
to purchase gasoline 
for 
trucks 
which do not have certificates of 
necessity , but these certificates 
are also needed to buy tires and 
spare parts,” W alker pointed out. 
"W hat 
many 
operators 
don’t 
seem to realize,” Mr. W alker said, 
“is th a t m any applications take 
several day s to reach the ODT and 
th a t several more day s are needed 
to process the certificates and get 
them back to the operators. 
“Only 
applications 
made 
on 
blanks obtained at district offices 
of the ODT should be returned to 
those 
offices. 
All 
applications 
made on blanks received in 
the 
mail from the ODT's central mail­ 
ing office at D etroit must be re­ 
turned to th at office. 
“If an operator received an ap­ 
plication blank fro n the Detroit 
office and sends his application to 
his district office, it m ust be for­ 
warded to D etroit by the district 
office.

Installation of Space Heaters 
to Natural Gas Customers 


Every gas customer, owner of rental property, plumber and dealer in gas 
appliances should read this message which is our interpretation 
o f further recent 
limitations in War Production Board Order L*31, affecting changes in permission 
to connect gas'fired space heating eq uipment using natural gas. 
Those most affected 
are customers who contemplate adding to their gas'fired eq uipment or who are 
changing address. 
Since any customer sometime may be in one of these positions, 
we ask that you keep this message for future reference. 


W ar Production Board limitations governing present gas service and sale of 
gas appliances may be learned by contacting our office. 
They were published over 
our signature in most newspapers the week of September 6th. 
The added limita* 
tions become effective on and after November 30, 19 42. 
Responsibility for adher* 
ing to the new limitations is placed upon the customer using the gas, the party 
installing the eq uipment and ourselves, who provide the gas service. 
Any one or 
all of those involved in a violation are subject to penalties provided by law. 
Having 
promised cooperation to the War Production Board, we earnestly req uest our custo* 
mers not to ask us to violate the government limitations. 


On and after November 30, 19 42, the following additional limitations are 
effective: 


The new limitatio ns do no t affect the use o f gas-fired equipment already co nnected 
to the line« as lo ng as it remains installed at the same address. 


No additio nal gas-fired space heating equipment—such as radiant neater« , co nv ersio n 
burpers, etc.—may be co nnected to the lines. 
This includes new o r used equipment 
which may be bo ught o r is then o wned but no t co nnected. 


No gas-fired space Jieating equipment may be co nnected at a new address ev en tho ugh 
it was co nnected at an o ld address and still is in po ssessio n o f the same o wner. 


No heating equipment no t using gas o n the date effectiv e may be co nv erted to the use 
o f gas as a fuel o r may such co nv ersio n equipment be co nnected at a new address. 


Replacements o f gas-fired heating equipment with o ther gas-fired heating equipment 
are permitted o nly when the equipment is o f the same ty pe, at the same addresa and that 
the new installatio n is o f the same o r less capacity as the equipment replaced. 
(Gas furn­ 
ace may no t replace gas-fired bo iler, radiant heaters may no t replace circulating gaa 
heater, etc. ev en tho ugh the capacity is no t increased.) 


Owners o f rental pro perty who o wn gas-fired space heaters co nnected to the gas line* 
o n the pro perty may permit new tenants to use the equipment as part o f the rented pro p­ 
erty . 
If the rental pro perty is no t so equipped, the new tenant is no t permitted to co nnect 
his gas-fired space heaters. 


Obviously, the above limitations will cause some inconvenience and disappoint* 
ments after they become effective on November 30th. 
Those moving should keep 
the new limitations in mind when selecting a new address for their residence or 
business.

Numerous Circleville and Pick­ 
away county businesses and in­ 
kiest rte* which use trucks and 
many farmers who also 
require 
trucks to carry on their important 
work will be faced after December 
I with a transportation problem 
that is threatening to become a 
serious one. 
Chief difficulty facing the vari­ 
ous business houses is that sup­ 
plies of gasoline permitted for 
each vehicle by the Office of De­ 
fense Transportation in certifi­ 
cates issued in Detroit are report­ 
ed to be far short of the amount 
necessary for daily operation. 
Most local 
business 
houses 
which use trucks have 
received 
their certificates from the ODT, 
and numerous reports have been 
heard that the restrictions 
put 
into effect by the ODT mean that 
normal operation will be imposs­ 
ible. One trucker declared during 
the week end that he will have to 
employ at least two pushers in 
order to have his truck on the 
street even a part of the time and 
he wasn't joking. 
AU gasoline allotments are es- 
tabUabed in Detroit from applica­ 
tions submitted to the ODT office 
by the truck operators. All allot­ 
ments are expected to be based on 
figures covering normal operation 
of the various vehicles listed. 
Not only will the gasoline allot­ 
ments as ennounced by the ODT 
cause hardships In many respects, 
but many business men 
declare 
that it will be impossible to keep 
records of truck use as prescribed 
by the ODT. Every mile of use by 
every truck owned and operated 
by any firm must be accounted 
for. Each business man must make 
a complete report of everything 
that is hauled on his truck, and 
where it goes and how far. 
The ODT office declared Mon­ 
day that many hundreds of trucks 
and other commercial motor ve­ 
hicles in all parts of the nation 
will be without gasoline after De­ 
cem ber,! unless applications for 
certificates of war necessity for 
vehicles are submitted at once. 
Charles T. Walker, 
Columbus, 
ODT district manager, declared 
Monday 
that 
despite 
repeated 
warnings many motor vehicle op­ 
erators have not applied for certif­ 
icates of necessity. 
"Not only will it be impossible 
to purchase gasoline for trucks 
which do not have certificates of 
necessity, but these certificates 
are also needed to buy tires and 
spare parts," Walker pointed out. 
"What many operators don’t 
seem to realize," Mr. Walker said, 
"is that many applications take 
several days to reach the ODT and 
that several more days are needed 
to process the certificates and get 
them back to the operators. 
"Only 
applications 
made 
on 
blanks obtained at district offices 
of the ODT should be returned to 
those offices. All 
applications 
made on blanks received In the 
mail from the ODTs central mail­ 
ing office at Detroit must be re­ 
turned to that office. 
"If an operator received an ap­ 
plication blank from the Detroit 
office and sends his application to 
his district office, it must be for­ 
warded to Detroit by the district 
office. This takes additional time."

New GoverimeRi Order Farther Restricts 
Installation of Space Hesters 
to Natural Gas Customers 


Every gas customer, owner of rental property, plumber and dealer in gas 
appliances should read this message which is our interpretation of further recent * 
limitations in War Production Board Order Lr31, affecting changes in permission 
to connect gas fired space heating equipment using natural gas. Those most affected 
are customers who contemplate adding to their gas'ftred equipment or who are 
changing address. 
Since any customer sometime may be in one of these positions, 
we ask that you keep this message for future reference. 


War Production Board limitations governing present gas service and sale of 
gas appliances may be learned by contacting our office. 
They were published over 
our signature in most newspapers the week of September 6th. 
The added limits* 
tions become effective on and after November 30, 1942. 
Responsibility for adhere 
ing to the new limitations is placed upon the customer using the gas, the party 
' 
installing the equipment and ourselves, who provide the gas service. Any one or 
all of those involved in a violation are subject to penalties provided by law. 
Having 
promised cooperation to the War Production Board, we earnestly request our custom 
mers not to ask us to violate the government limitations. 


On and after November 30, 1942, the following additional limitations are 
effective: 


The new limits tions do not sleet d ie u n o f gas-fired equipment already cennected 
to the lines as long as it remains installed at the same address. 


No additional gas-fired space heating equipment'—such as radiant heaters, conversion 
burners, etc.—may ba connected to the lines. This Includes new or used equipment 
which may he bought or is then owned but not connected. 


No gas-fired space Justing equipment may ha connected et a new address even though 
it was connected et en old address end still is in possession of the sense owner. 


No heating equipment not using gas on the date effective may be converted ta the use 
of gas as a fuel or may such conversion equipment be connected et a new addle—. 


Replacements of gas-fired heating equipment with other gas-fired heating equipment 
ere permitted only when the equipment is of the same type, et the lewis address and that 
the new installation is of the same or lese capacity es the equipment replaced. (Gas furn­ 
ace may not replace gas-fired boiler, radiant heaters may not replace circulating pm 
heater, etc. even though the capacity is not increased.) 


Owners of rental property who own gss-fired space heaters connected to the gas tines 
on the pm jerry may permit new tenants to use the equipment es pert of the tented prop­ 
erty. If the rental property is not so equipped, the new tenant is not permitted to mane rf 
his gas.fired space heaters. 


Obviously, the above limitations will cause some inconvenience and disappoint* 
ments after they become effective on November 30th. 
Those moving should keep 
the new limitations in mind when selecting a new address for their residence or 
business. 
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
